MAKING PEARLS. 
_ By Frederic J. Haskin. 
WASHINGTON (D. C.) Nov. 25. 
The true pearl, formed by the wild 
oyster, is having a hard time com- 


peting with less aristocratic pearl. 


First, the Japanese produced a 
cultured pearl that differs from a 
true pearl only in one respect. | 
In the wild mussel, the pearl is 
the result of an irritation, gen- 
erally a bit of sand or 4 parasitic 
worm, which accidentally gets in- 
side the shell. In the cultured 
pearl, the irritating substance is 
imPlanted, 
After years of experiment a Jap- 
anese succeeded in so tntroducing 
this tant that the patient oyster
